This investigation was conducted on the basis of a 
request from the Chairman of the Senate Select Committee on 2. 
Improper Activities in the Labor and Management Field, since Greene 
was then serving as an investigator for the Committee, The request 
grew out of charges made by-the late Senator Joseph К, McCarthy 
that Greene, on leave of absence from "Newsday," had been indicted 
on charges of subornation of perjury and that the charges were 
dismissed after the death of the material witness who had accused 
Greene of attempting to get him to testify to false information in a 
hearing being conducted by the New York City Crime Commission. 


It was ascertained that on July 1, 1952, Greene and two 
other individuals were charged by the Prosecutor, Hudson County, 
New Jersey, with conspiracy to criminally defame and scandalize 
Jobn V. Kenny, the then Mayor of Jersey City, New Jersey. They 
were indicted on December 5, 1952, entered not guilty pleas on 
December 10, 1952, and the indictment was nolle prossed on 
September 23, 1953.
